According to instructions fromm AD/DCI/IC, I called CIA OGC, STAT 
Ext. 5265, about Para. 2 of the attached memo. says that DoD's GenerMiJAT

is that the DCI has authority only for the protection of classified intelligence sources | 
and methods. The CIA's General Counsel says the DCI has authority and responsibility | 
to protect intelligence sources and methods, period.
